Since all food must he 
reduced to fluid form 
hefore it can he digested iiiid assim¬ 
ilated. tlmt seems to he the best form 
to Kcrve it to those who are 111. This 
<liet incliidivs broths and chair soups 
of various kinds, beef Juice and lieef 
leu. cereals, gruels, milk iiliiln or inod- 
Ified to make It more dlgestlhle. nu¬ 
tritious or more agreeiilde to the pii- 
Ilenf, raw eggs In comhlnatlon with 
water, milk, fruit Juices or rocoa ntid 
cream wuiiis of various kinds. 

Itrolhs, clear soup.s and lieef tea 
(in\e little nourishment, but stimulate 
Hie apjietlte. are refre-shing wlien cold 
or soothing when hot ; they also stim¬ 
ulate till' flow of gastric Juice. Hy 
adding *-ggs. milk or the lliickening 
of eoreal Hour like luirley or rice, 
Hiey may he (|ulte nutritive. 

Cereal gruels are neither stimulat¬ 
ing nor irritating and are nuist useful 
when the appetite is poor and diges¬ 
tion weak, as tliey are ipilckly di¬ 
gested and iitisorbcd. 

l,lk<“ broths, grucl.s may he enriched 
hy eggs, cream and milk, for one could 
not drink enough 'o keep up the body 
energy without Hie addition of some 
more nutritive food.

One nmst follow a few 
fundamental principles In cookery, and 
after that let the liiiaginatlnn soar.

Is a real genius, and her talents are 
In eonstanf demand.

Good Roads Like This Bring Farmer 
Nearer to City Markets. 

What are the tilings to he considered 
In IfK'atlng the road? What ‘'grade” 
should be maintained? How should 
the road he drained? What are the 
laws govenilng highway construction? 
There are a few que.stlons answered 
in extension circular 08 dealing with 
country road.s. 

Mutters of [irime consideration in 
locating a road are: Kasy grades, 
good drainage, exposure to sunshine, 
elimination of culverts and bridges bj 
avoiding unnecessary ereek ems-sings, 
directness and the nmnlier of farms to 
he served for a given length of mad. 
Whenever ]»ossib'.» to avoid it, n good 
location should not he rejected merely 
hecanse a certain roadway has been in 
use for some time. If the location of 
a used mad is had it should lie 
changed if possible. In relocating roads 
nvnid railroad crossings at grades. 

The grade of the road is important 
for on this depends the weight of the 
load w hich ctin he hauled economically. 
By grade i.s meant the rise or fall In 
feet for each It'd feet in horizontal 
length of road, usually expres.sed in 
percentage. .A .'i jier cent grade inean.s 
that the road rises or falls C> feet each 
tod feet along Its center line. It has 
been calculated that on a -sinooth coun¬ 
try road the loud that one horse could 
pull on a level would require two on a 
5 percent grade, three on a 10 percent 
grade and four on a la per cent grade. 
Engineers usually figure a 6 jx'r cent 
grade as u maximum. 

Hoad work in Mis.souri has not been 
ns well managed as other inihlic work. 
I'rojects have been too narrowly lim¬ 
ited to localities, resulting In frag¬ 
mentary effort. Skilled locating and 
supervision of construction have been 
generally lacking. The remedies are: 
First, a wider eo-operntion and the 
iidopttoii of hroiid si hemes of imi'mve- 
nient, preferably with units no snuiller 
Hum counties. Second, the ab.soliite 
elimination of political considerations 
in the spending of money. Third, se¬ 
curing good engineering advice in the 
[ireparation of plans and requiring 
careful engineering supervision of con¬ 
struction.

Dainty Dessert.—Take a |»ouml of 
iiuirshinallows and a ciiji of iieciins cut 
tine; cut Hie nmllows Into quarters 
and add enough whiiiped cream to 
blend and hold them together. Into a 
Inrgf'-loiiped sherbet glass [lut a tiihle- 
spoonfiil of liny canned fruit Juice, 
fill with the whip and serve with u 
cherry as a giirulsh. 

Duchess Cream.—Take six table- 
siioonfuls of laiiloea; cook until clear; 
cool, add a |iliieh of salt, one cupful 
of sugar, the Juice from a ran of pine¬ 
apple. the Juice of two oranges and 
two lemons; rook until thick. Cool, 
then add the iilmuipple, one cupful of 
nuts and a iiint of whiiqilng cream. 
Tills makes enough to serve 1,1, so that 
the recipe may he cut In half for an 
ordinary family. 

Chocolate Pudding.—Take one egg 
and when well beaten add ono-half 
cupful of sugar, one cupful of milk, 
two squares of chocolafo melted, one 
and one-half enjifuls of flour sifted 
with three teaspoonfuls of baking pow¬ 
der.

If we overeat we waste good fuel, 
and overwork the furnace; If we are 
undernourished the fiiniaoe cannot 
give off heal or supply energy. 

The three food iirlnelides which we 
find siipiily the body In the best poa- 
slhle niiinner are iirotelns, meat, fish, 
eggs and milk, fats which are obtained 
from blitter, cream and mils, carhoh.v- 
dreles or sugars and starches repre¬ 
sented hy potatoes, rice and sugar. 
To see that these three foods are In¬ 
cluded In eneh meal we have what Is 
called a well lmlanced niejil. If they 
are served In good iiropnrtlons. 

In each meal we have another re¬ 
sponsibility to see that foods contain¬ 
ing Iron, phosphorus and calcluin are 
given ns well ns some which furnish 
tin* roughage or halhisl necessary to 
givf hulk to the food. 

The menu maker needs to know her 
family, to recognize tho value of vari¬ 
ety, and yet not to overdo It, for we 
all are faithful to the old favorites.

65 per cent (approximate) hams, bacon, etc., 
in process of curing. It takes 30 to 90 
days in pickle or salt to complete the 
process. 

10 per cent is frozen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year. 

6 per cent is lard. This is only four-fifths 
of a pound per capita, and much of it will 
have to go to supply European needs. 

19 per cent is frozen beef and lamb, part of 
which is owned by the Government and 
was intended chiefly for over-seas ship¬ 
ment. If this were all diverted to domes¬ 
tic trade channels, it would be only 
iVa ILs. per capita—a 3 days’ supply.
